ing in August. 


Ere ction of Giga ntic Pipe will 


be Inte re sting Sight for 


Rushville Folks. 


The big sheet-iron smoke stack for 
the I. & C. power house in this city 
arrived this morning over the C ., II. 
& D. 
The stack is composed of dozens of 
enormous curved iron plates which 
will be riveted together and placed in 
position. 
The stack was manufactur­ 
ed by the S. Freeman & Sons’ Iron 
Works at Racine, W is., who are send­ 
ing a cre w of iron workers here to 
place it in position. 
The engine 
and 
outfit 
required 
for riveting the steel plates and rais­ 
ing the stack, also arrived this morn­ 
ing. 
The big stack, when complete, will 
be one of the tallest in this part of the 
State, and w ill weigh many tons. 
The foudnation for tthe stack was 
completed last 
week. 
It is about 
thirty feet square and is made of con­ 
crete. 
The foundation extends twenty 
feet into the ground and is about fif­ 
teen feet high. 
Long iron bolts about 
thirty feet long and six 'inches in di­ 
ameter 
run vertically tiirough the 
foundation and it is*to these that the 
heavy iron plates of the stack w ill be 
fastened. 
The stack itself w ill be about fifteen 
feet in diameter at the base and will 
extend up to a height which can be 
seen for miles around. 
Work will begin on the stack as soon 
as the material and machinery requir­ 
ed for its erection can be unloaded. 
The riveting of the stack, it is under­ 
stood will all be done with the latest 
invention, the pneumatic compressed 
air hammer. 
This is an instrument which can 
strike from two hundred to four hun­ 
dred blows per minute. 
Part of the 
stack has been here for some time, 
having arrived with the boilers, but 
the remainder of it has been delayed 
at Indianapolis by the recent floods.

St. Pe te rsburg, Ma rch 30.—The e m­ 
peror ha s re ce ive d a dispa tch from 
Gen. Kuropatkin giving a le ngthy re ­ 
port from Gen. Mishichenko which 
says that an important e nga ge me nt 
took place ne a r the town of Cha ng 
Ju, in which the Russia ns we re de ­ 
feated, retiring in pe rfe ct orde r. 
The 
Japanese suffe re d heavily, 
but the 
Russian losse s a re not sta te d. 
Cavalry and infantry on both side s 
were engaged. The Russians occupie d 
a commanding position. 
The Japan­ 
ese fought gallantly, but owing to 
their heavy losses were unable to oc­ 
cupy the position abandoned by the 
Russians. 
Gen, Kuropatkin's re port is 
as follows: 
"I have the honor respectfully to 
communicate to your majesty the re­ 
port of Gen. Mlshtenke, dated Ma rch 
28 at 10 p m. which says: 
"For three 
consecutive days our small outposts 
attempted to draw the Japanese caval­ 
ry into action, but their patrols, after 
contact was established, retired be - 
yong Chong Ju (about 50 miles north­ 
west of Ping Yang). 
"Having learned that four squa d­ 
rons of the enemy were poste d five 
versts beyond Chong Ju, on Ma rch 27, 
six companies marched toward Ka sa n 
and on March 28 reached Chong Ju 
at 10:30 a. m. 
As soon a s our scouts 
approached the town the enemy ope n­ 
ed fire from behind the wa ll. 
Two 
squadrons promptly dismounted a nd 
occupied the heights 600 ya rds dista nt. 
An engagement ensued. 
"In the town a company of infantry 
and a squadron of cavalry was lying 
in ambush. 
Our men were reinforced 
by three companies and attacked the 
Japanese with a crossfire. 
Notwith­ 
standing this, and our commanding po­ 
sition, 
the Japanese gallantly held 
their ground and it was only after a 
fierce fight of half an hour's duration 
that 
the Japanese ceased 
fire a nd 
sought 
re f u g e in the houses. 
The 
Japanese hoisted the red cross fla g 
at two points. 
"Soon afterwards three squa drons 
of the enemy were seen a dva ncing 
along the Kasan road a t full ga llop to­ 
ward town, which two of the squa dron 
succeeded In entering while the third 
fell back in disorder under re pe a te d 
volleys from our troops. 
A numbe r 
of men and horses were se e n to fa ll. 
"For an hour afterward our compa ­ 
nies continued to fire on the Ja pa ne se 
in the town, preventing the m from 
leaving the streets and houses. 
"An hour and a ha lf a fte r the be ­ 
ginning of the engagement four com­ 
panies were se e n on the Ka sa n roa d 
hastening to the attack. 
I ga ve the 
order to mount, and the e ntire force , 
with a covering squa dron, a dva nce d 
in perfect order and forme d in line 
behind the hiil. 
The wounde d we re 
placed in front and the re tire me nt wa s 
carried out with the de libe ra tion of a 
parade. 
"The Japanese squadron which wa s 
thrown into disorder was e vide ntly 
unable to occupy the hill which we 
had just evacuated, and the ir infa ntry 
arrived too late. 
"The de ta chme nt prote cting out re a r 
gua rd a rrive d quie tly a t Ka sa n whe re 
we ha lte d for two hours in orde r to 
give a tte ntion to our wounde d.

St. Louis, March 30.—indictments 
have b een returned against six gen­ 
eral officers of the International Broth 
erhood of Teamsters, charging them 
with b eing accessories b efore the fact 
!n connection with the assault on Ba­ 
sil Rutherford, a non-union teamster. 
The men indicted are: 
Cornelius P. 
Shea, Indianap olis, general p resident; 
Alb ert Young, Indianap olis, general or­ 
ganizer; Charles Rob b , Chicago, sixth 
vice-p resident; 
William Rowb otham, 
Indianap olis, corresp onding secretary ; 
Daniel Thurman, Chicago, general sec­ 
retary , George lnnes, Indianap olis, one 
of the general organizers. 
The latter 
has b een arrested and warrants have 
b een issued for the arrest of the oth­ 
ers. 
Indictments were returned against 
Ernest Ruck, Michael Ry an and Wil­ 
liam Kelly , all of Chicago, charging 
them with committing the assault on 
Rutherford on Feb . 2. 
It is also 
charged in the indictments against 
the general 
officers of the team­ 
sters* union that they imp orted thugs 
from Chicago to assault non-union 
drivers. 
Ruck, Ry an and Kelly were witness­ 
es b efore tne grand jury . 
They had 
already given signed statements to 
the p olide officers in which the officers 
of the union are mentioned c.s having, 
it is alleged b y the men. b een instru­ 
mental in b ringing them to St. Louis. 
The union drivers in St. Louis declar­ 
ed a strike last January and the differ­ 
ences b etween the livery men and their j 
emp loy es have never b een adjusted. 
More than 800 drivers are affected b y 
the strike.

The cause of civic imp rovement 
in this city has just b een given a b ig 
b oost b y the declaration of Vice-Pres­ 
ident Davis of the water comp any that 
in the rep airing of the canal b ed which 
was drained through the b reaking of 
the aqueduct a few day s ago the com­ 
p any p rop oses to take into considera­ 
tion the question of making the canal 
region a thing of b eauty as well as of 
service. The comp any will dredge the 
b ed deep er and wider and the dy kes 
will b e widened. 
These dy kes will 
then b e b eautified b y turning them 
into glass p lots ornamented with flow­ 
er b eds and dotted with trees. 
In the 
p ast the oanal region has for the most 
p art b een any thing b ut b eautiful. 
It 
ran through a p oor p art of the city 
where small cab ins of negroes were 
located to a great extent and where 
filth and squalor p revailed. 
Since the 
comp any will b e comp elled to make 
& considerab le outlay on rep airs it 
will go further and sp end several 
thousand dollars to make it b eautiful 
at the same time. With the incentive 
given b y the action of the water com­ 
p any the civic imp rovement associa­ 
tion is hop eful of securing the co-op er­ 
ation of many other citizens. 
As 
many p eop le will b e forced to make 
extensive rep airs to efface the marks 
of the flood they will b e asked to take 
additional step s at the time such work 
is b eing done to add to the b eauty of 
their homes. 


A situation that p romises to b ring 
on a warm legal struggle has develop ­ 
ed in this city as a result of the recent 
flood and as there are issues involved 
that are of interest to every city in 
the state where there has b een any 
street p aving done a good many p eo­ 
p le will eagerly watch the outcome. 
The p avements here have all b een 
laid with a guarantee b y the comp a­ 
nies to keep them in rep air for sp eci­ 
fied terms which usually range from 
five to ten y ears. 
In the flood of the 
Washington street district last Fri­ 
day b locks and b locks of wooden p ave-j 
ments were washed out b y the waters, j 
The city has notified the contractors 
who p ut down the streets that they 
will b e required to rep air the damage 
as the guarantees have not exp ired. 
The comp anies will resist making the 
rep airs and a legal flght is likely to b e 
the outcome. The comp anies will con­ 
tend that their guarantee is not meant 
to cover any thing like a general wash­ 
out of the p avements owing to a flood 
and will flght the effort to make them 
do the work. 
In some cases the re­ 
p airs to a single street would p rob ab ly 
cost $ 25,000 so that enough is in­ 
volved to make the fight mean some­ 
thing. 


Washington, March 30.—After two 
day s' consideration of the p ostoffice 
ap p rop riation b ill, the senate commit­ 
tee rep orted it last night and it was 
taken up in the senate today . 
The 
b ill rep orted does not include all the 
amendments made b y the senate com­ 
mittee on account of the late session 
held in order to comp lete the meas­ 
ure. 
A "dummy " b ill was rep orted 
while the clerks p rep ared the meas­ 
ure for the p ub iic p rinter. On account 
of its incomp lete state the exact 
amount of the increase In the b ill 
cannot b e given, though it is said the 
b ill carries not more than $ 1,000,000 
over the b ill as p assed b y the house, 
excep t for an emergency incorp orated 
in the b ill. 
The house b ill p rovides 
for the rental of the Pennsy lvania 
railroad site in Newr York city for 
p ostofflce p urp oses b ut the senate com­ 
mittee decided that it would b e b etter 
b usiness 
p olicy 
to 
b uy 
the 
site. 
Therefore an ap p rop riation of $ -,000,- 
000 is made ior that p urp ose. 
Among the imp ortant amendments 
to the b ill was the following: 
The 
salaries of rural free delivery carriers 
are fixed at $ 720 a y ear and the car­ 
riers are p ermitted to carry merchan­ 
dise for hire and receive sub scrip tions 
for and deliver newsp ap ers and p eri­ 
odicals so long as this occup ation does 
not interfere with the p rop er dis­ 
charge of their duties. 
It is stip ulat­ 
ed, however, that the carriers shall 
not discriminate against any newsp a­ 
p er which desires to avail itself of 
the p rivilege of emp loy ing them. 
Senator Clay ’s amendment increas­ 
ing the salary of the p urchasing agent 
for the p ostofflce dep artment to $ 4,000 
and requiring that all sup p lies must 
b e b ought b y comp etitive b ids, the 
contracts to b e given to the lowest 
b idders, and that a schedule of the 
b ids must b e sent to congress annual­ 
ly , 
was 
adop ted. 
The 
committee 
adop ted an amendment for the re­ 
transfer of the free delivery in cities 
to the first assistant p ostmaster gen­ 
eral’s division, Instead of leaving it 
with the fourth assistant. The senate 
committee p rovides for the p urchase 
of cancelling machines instead of p ur­ 
chase alone as p rovided b y the house 
b ill. 


REMARKABLE SITUATION 


For Onc e the Flood* of Hous e Ora tory 
Ha v e Ce a s e d 
’Washington, March 30 —For the 
want of sp eakers general deb ate on 
the sundry civil ap p rop riation b ill in 
the house was closed several hours 
b efore the time agreed on and the b ill 
was read for amendment. 
Seventy - 
five p ages were disp osed of, the only 
imp ortant amendment adop ted b eing 
one p roviding for an initial ap p rop ria­ 
tion of $ 500,000 for the comp letion of 
the cap itol b uilding according to the 
original design. 


In the rep ort on the conditions of 
state b anks wThich has just b een com­ 
p leted b y Dep uty State Auditor D. J. 
Mendenhall are to b e found some in­ 
teresting statistics. 
In the last y ear , 
twenty -seven new state b anks have 
b een started b ringing the total up to 
148. 
There has b een a notab le in­ 
crease as well in the cap italization and 
in the amount of dep osits carried. The 
cap italization is now nearly a million 
dollars greater than in March a y ear 
ago. At that time the figures showed 
$ 5,034,700 while this y ear it is $ 6,009,- 
750. 
The increase in dep osits which 
go to show the condition of the p eop le 
to a great extent has b een even great­ 
er. The dep osits now amount to $ 23,- 
444,983.73 as against $ 21,240,591.95 in 
1903. 


Washington, 
March 30.—The b ill 
authorizing the erection of an addi­ 
tional executive dep artment b uilding 
in Washington was given the sub ject 
of sp irited deb ate in the senate and 
after several hours’ deb ate it remained 
unacted up on. Senators divided large­ 
ly on the question of location b ut 
there also was talk as to the necessity 
of b etter office accomodations for the 
senate and the sup reme court. 
There 
was renewed effort to p ass the b ill 
p rohib iting the misb randing of sal­ 
mon, b ut owing to the op p osition of 
senators who hold that the b ill is cal­ 
culated to interfere with the rights of 
individual states under the guise of an 
effort to control interstate commerce 
a vote was not reached.

Milwaukee, March 30.—Harold Stu­ 
art Peterson, a graduate of the Uni­ 
versity of Wisconsin and formerly one 
of its most p op ular students, commit­ 
ted suicide b y shooting himself in the 
head with a revolver. He was twenty - 
three wTears old. 
The p arents of the 
y oung man say that suicide was the 
culmination of a strain caused b y the 
taking up of too much work at the 
University .

Flood Played Havoc With Tracks In 


Monroe County. 
Bloomington, Ind., March 30.—De­ 
tailed reports ir on the flood in Mon­ 
roe county show that the loss will be 
many thousand dollars, In addition to 
the loss of time and labor in stone 
quarries and mills. 
On Bean Blossom 
and Salt creeks, which run on opposite 
sides of the county , the water was 
never known to be so high. 
Fences 
were swept away , floodgates are gone 
and many barns and outbuildings in 
the lowlands were washed away . 
The 
loss to pikes run n in g in all directions 
from the city is very heavy , as they 
are washed out in many places. 
The quarries are flooded with wa­ 
ter, some filled witl^ water over fifty 
feet deep and pumps are going day 
and night to empty them. 
The con­ 
tractors working on the Indianapolis 
Southern railroad have heavy losses. 
New grades have been washed away 
and em ban km en ts torn down by the 
rushin g waters, and it will require 
hundreds of dollars to put them back 
in gpod condition. 


May Never Come to Trial. 
Terre Haute, Ind., March 30.—Judge 
Piety has ordered an allowance of 
$250 to the attorn ey s defending Benja­ 
min Springer, colored, and an equal 
amount to the attorn ey s for Jerry Dug- 
gins, both of whom now are under 
sentence of death. 
This will exhaust 
the $500 appropriated by the county 
council, and there is now talk of drop­ 
ping the prosecution of the eighteen 
men indicted for riot, growing out of 
the attem pt to ly nch Duggins, be­ 
cause of the heavy expense entailed. 
It is also said that justice has been 
sure and swift with the murderers, 
and that as a lesson has been taught, 
the cost ^of proceeding again st the 
rioters would be greater than the ob­ 
ject warran ts. 


Old Kentucky Feudist Killed. 
Pineville, Ky ., March 30.—Richard 
Jen kin s, known as “Dead Dick,” has 
been shot and in stan tly killed on Buck 
creek, twenty miles from here, by un­ 
known parties, from ambush. 
Jen kin s 
play ed a prominent part in the feuds 
which raged so desperately in the 
mountains several y ears. 
He is credit­ 
ed withvhaving killed eight men. but 
for the last few y ears had been living 
a quiet and peaceful life. 
He was 
well known throughout the mountain 
section of southeastern Kentucky .

drag forth an d ly nch the prisoner. 
The mob was repulsed by Marshal 
Galligan and a band of armed depu­ 
ties.

Connersville, Ind., March 30.—A de­ 
structive fire came in the burn in g of 
one of iae two large factory plants of 
the Ansted spring and a^le works, 
causing a loss exceeding $30,000.
